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REMARKS 

Claims 2 and 9 have been canceUed. Claims 1 , 3-8 and 10 remain pending in this 
appUcawon. ApplicanTs acknowledge with appreciaUon the Examiner's indication in the August 
20. 2004 Office Action that claim 10 contained allowable subject matter. Accordingly, 
applicants amended claun 10 to independent form as presented in Examiner's August 20. 2004 
Offxce Action. Applicants also amended claim 7 for clarification. No new matter has been 
added. 

Claim 10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §U2. second paragraph for aUeged indefinite 
language. As mentioned above, applicants appreciate Examiner's indication in the August 20, 
2004 Office Action that claim 10 contained allowable subject matter. But in the Response dated 
Movember 12, 2004, applicants did not amend claim 10 to independent form. Instead, applicants 
amended base claim 7 to include additional limitations. As a result, the Examiner has now found 
That these additional limitations in claim 7 render claim 10 indefinite. Applicants, therefore, 
amended claim 10 to independent form, excluding the limitations added to claim 7 in the 
November 12. 2004 Response. Accordingly, applicants respectflilly submit that claim 10, as 
amended, is in allowable form. 

Claims 1 , 3, and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hennedv et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,999,562). The Examiner's reJecUon is respectfiilly traversed. 

Independent claim I recites, in pan, 
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-a first code register storing a fiisi de-spreading code and a.sernpd code Teps,\^ storing a 
second de-spreading code, wherein the pattern of the first de-spreading code and the pattern of 
the second de-spieading code are different, and said apparatus further comprising a selector 
which selects one of said first code register and said second code register to select and supply the 
de-spreading-code sequence to the multiplication circuit." (Emphasis added) Applicants 
amended claim 7 to include similar limitations in a good faith effort to clarify the invention as 
distinguished from ffennedv et al. 

The Examiner cited Fig- 8 and tiie corresponding description in Kennedy et al. in support 
of the §102 rejection. The cited portions ofHennedvetal. ^pear to disclose in-phase and 
quadrature-phase shift registers for outputiing I and Q terms, respectively, that are matched filter 
correlated with a local reference signal stored in a da» reference sigtml register, where the 
system is activated only daring peak correlation periods. The Examiner equated the data 
reference signal register to the "at least one code register" of the claimed invention- Although 
Kennedy et al. does ^pear to disclose multiplexing local reference signals, these signals are 
stored and originate fi»m the data reference signal re^ster, which is a single shift register wim 
its parallel outputs coupled to a multiplexer. As such, the coments of this single shift register is 
continuously changed "in a bursty mode." Col. 28. lines 4-1 1 of ffffiiT^^Y et 

Therefore, the cited portions of Ufflned^etd^ reUed upon by the Examiner, does not 
disclose "a first code register storing a first de-spreading code m<\ a secon4 co^e register storing 
a second de-spreading code, wherein the panera of the first de-spreading code and the panera of 
the second de-spreading code are diffweni, and said apparatus fimher comprising a selector

added) 

Advantageously, the claimed invention provides for instantaneous code switching for the 
de-spreading codes, whereas the contents of the data reference signal register disclosed in 
^^HiTiedveial. are changed continuously and does not provide for such instantaneous code 
switching. 

Accordingly, it is respecifidly submitted that claim I, together with claim 3 dependent 
therefrom, is patentable over Hennedvetal . Amended indqaendent claim 7 includes limitations 
similar to Those from claim I discussed above. Xt is. therefore, patentable over Hennedyetal. for 

at least the same reasons. 

The Examiner rqected claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) as being ui^atentaWe over 
Hennedvetal. Claim 8 depends from amended claim 7 and. thus, incoiporaie all limitations 
thereof AppUcants respectfully submit that the "a first code register" and "a second code 
register" recited in amended claim 7 is not disclosed or suggested in Hei^nedy et al. Applicants, 
therefore, submit that claim 8 is patentable over Hennedvetal. for at least the reasons stated 
above with respect to independent claims 1 and 7. 

Applicanis actoowledge with appreciation the Examiner's indication that claims 4-6 are 
allowable. AppUcants further submit that the Examiner's reasons for allowing claims 4-6, stated 
in paragraph 12 of the above Office Action, are non-exclusive and non-exhaustivc, and that such 
reasons in no way limit the scope thereof 
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Statements appearing above in respect to the <JisclQsures in the cited references repieseni 
the present opinions of the luwjersigned anotney and, in the event that the Examiner disagrees 
with any of such opinions, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner specifically indicate 
ihose portions of the respective reference providing the basis for a contrary view. 

It is respectftiUy submined that the present claims are in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, favorable reconsideration of this case and early issuance of a Notice of Allowance 

are respectfUUy requested.
